For the completion of your records » I enclose a copy of the lottor 
of July 22, 1970, from Deputy Attornoy General Kleindienst to me. Ho wrote 
that ho would communicato with you concorning replacement of the missing 
enclosures to CE 3146. Your letter indicated that this was apparently not 
done J I gather there is nothing further I can do to got your two agencies 
together. It would seem that it is your responsibility to follow this up, 
and that you could do so without setting a procodont about roquosting 
matorial from other agencies, 


According to CD 55, page 4, "When Osv/ald defoctod to Russia, (Richard) 
Call and one or two other Marines wore requested by their Commanding Officer 
to furnish a written statement as to why Oswald dofectod in their opinion 
and a short statement concerning his background and personality mako-up. " 

There are no such statements in the obvious places, Folsom DE 1 and the Office 
of .’.'aval Intelligence filo on Oswald. (The latter docs havo somo rocords of 
an Air Forco investigation made at the time of Oswald's defection,) Dofore 
I make a direct request to the Marine Corps, could you toll me if those 
statements are in the withhold portion of the OIII filo? 

Do you have tho personal office file of J. lee Rankin, in Eiitry 44 
or elsewhero?
